2. ABCASSOWARY 29 debriefed the tnoUier of ABCASSOUARY yi for a very 
short period due to her. recent heart ccKQdltl<m and the results were fox>> 
warded in OSSA 101^1, 2^ January 196i. ABCASSOWARY 29 has not retumed\ 
to Sweden to * follow-up* the debriefing, as suggested in paragraph 31 of 9 
OSSA 10131 , Bursuiant to the Instruotlon a otmtalncd in DIR 27S0 5, 2 March y 
1961 . We will continue to: debrief ABCASSQWARY 34's mpl^er on positive 
Intelligence and the potential Internal assets, lnolud:big the subject 
menticsied In OSSA 97^, upon receipt of requirements Instructions 
from Headquarters. 


3 . Headquarters* su^estion In E(gW J.l685» 6 Oeoemtor 196 O, that 
AHCASSOWARY 5^ himself: be coosidered as a R]^SK|i^.4:raveller paral- 

leled the thinking in the field. We had definitely considered the possi- 
bility that ABCASSOWARV. might travel this sunamer to see his mother If 
^e wex>e not to be pes^tted to Immigrate. ABCASSOWaI^ 3^' had su gg ested 
this possibility to AECASSOWARY 29 earlier. However, ^BCASSOHABY 3^’s 
HK>ther immigrated to siweden and the prinmry reason for AECASSOWARY 3^*s 
projected travel was in .this way negated, as indicated in FBOB 8513, 6 
January 196 I. Since we have not fully debriefed AECAi^OWARY 3^ *s mother, 
particularly on the subject mentioned in OSSA 9758, July I960, we can- 
not as yet determine Whether there are other sufficiently cogent reasons 
for AECASSOWARY 3^ to toake a special trip to the USSR. We must therefore 
consider at this time that AECASSOWARY 3^ is not being conside red at this 
Base as a REDSKIN -eandidate.

We have not requested a cancellation of the POA in this case as v/e hope 
we may still be able to persuade Subject of FRQB 8 l 19 to make a trip at a 
later date.
